Applicants file a request for reconsideration. Especially, Applicants submits that Peltz discloses a workflow language that is specified in the 
form of annotations to the source code and the classes; rather, it is disclosed that a workflow definition can be invoked using WSFL or Java 
program source code. As such, Applicant respectfully submits that Peltz does not disclose that annotations to source code and classes can 
be used to add workflow constructs, in the manner defined by Claim 50. 

Examiner response: Claims are rejected under the obviousness by the combination of Muller and Peltz, where Muller reference is a study 
of workflow and work flow definitions. Since workflow definition must be presented by a workflow language and Miller is the opened study 
for any type of workflow languages, Pelts shows the deficiency (a workflow definition created using a workflow language that is specified in 
the form of annotations to the source code and the classes): Peltz discloses "workflow definition is invoked using WSFL (See its "early 
work", p. 5), where WSFL includes Java (See its first paragraph, p. 11), i.e. program source file that includes source code and classes 
therein, and JavaDoc annotation tags (See its p. 10) in the workflow language that is specified in the form of annotations to the source code 
and classes. 
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
